Park Visitors On 
Increase In State 


The number of visitors to na- 
tional park. and. historic areas in 
Florida made an up-turn. during 
the first seven months of this year 
over the same period in 1962, the 
Florida State. Chamber. of Com- 
merce stated yesterday in its 
Weekly Business Review. 

“A gain of 6 per cent wag regis- 
tered in the public use of these 
areas in the state, slightly above 
the comparable national increase. 
Since 1960, Florida’s gain had 
been running less than half the na- 
tional figure,” the review: pointed 
out. 

“Favorable weather, recovery 
from storm damage, expanded fa- 
cilities and a greater public aware- 
ness of the value of-the areas have 
contributed to the increased pup- 
lic use of them in Florida, 

“Castillo de San. Marcos at St. 
Augustine had 289.600 visitors 
during thé first seven months of 
this year, up 8’per cent, showing 
the, effect of the new.Sound and 
Light program inaugurated’ there. 
Nearby Fort Matanzas with 51,- 
100 visitors was also up 8° per 
cent. 

“Fort Caroline near Jacksonville 
had 31,200 visitors, up 7 per cent. 
DeSoto National Monument at 
Bradenton counted 53,000 visitors, 
up 4 per cent. Fort Jefferson off 


ey West was visited by 19,200, 
almost three times the previous 
period. 

“Everglades National Park at 
Florida’s suptropical tip counted 
431,500 visitors, a gain of 2 per 
cent. 

“These six areas are maintained 
in Florida by the federal govern- 
ment ‘for récreational and preser- 
vation ‘purposes. National forests 
and wild life areas which provide 
other types of récreational oppor- 
tunjties in the state are not 
cluded in these tabulations.”

Our Department of Agriculture 
and its Division of Plant Industry 
have been mighty unpopular on 
occasions when the medfly has 
been found on the lower East 
Coast the past couple of years.

Commissioner Edward Bandlow 
won board support for his plan to 
have the commision give close 
study to accident reports and 
then try to come up with meas- 
ures to eliminate cause of the ac- 
cidents. 

The board voted to ask the 
sheriff's department for accident 
reports from county road crashes 
and the state department of Pub- 
lic Safety for reports of accidents 
on state roads. 

As an immediate step to cut 
down the accident toll, the board 
authorized a traffic study of, the 
Kirk Road intersection to determ- 
ine what steps should be taken as 
safety measures to eliminate traf- 
fic hazards at that point.

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Florida's‘two U. S. senators gave 
a strong endorsement of the Col- 
lege Building Amendment tonight 
in a filmed television appearance 
distributed throughout the state 
in which they urged the voters to 
give it “overwhelming adoption” 
at the polls on November 5. 

Senators Spessard L. Holland 
and George A. Smathers express- 
ed their views together in a dis- 
cussion with Thomas E. Fleming, 
Jr. Boca Raton civic leader who 
has spearheaded a citizens group 
advocating passage of the state 
amendment, 

“Education is the greatest thing 
we can do for our children,” Sen. 
Smathers said. “Florida will not 
realize its fall potential as a 
space-age state until we have a 
better system of colleges and, par- 
ticularly, technical colleges.” 

Senator Holland plugged the 
amendment strongly as fulfillment 
of the state's obligation to “give 
to its colleges and universities ‘and 
junior colleges the buildings and 
facilities*which they so badly 
need” as opposed to federal -aid 
and intervention. 

The College Building Amend- 
ment, No. 2 onthe top line of the 
ballot, will authorize a $75,000,000 
bond issue for expansion and im- 
provements at Florida’s five public 
universities and at junior colleges | 
in 23 counties. It also will provide 
a start for a new univer: iy in the 
East Central Florida are 
senior. college jn the P 
area.

This money will come from the 
present receipts tax paid by util- 
ity companies, however, and will 
not result, in any direct assessment 
against the public.

-Hol- 
land appeared before a joint ses- 
sion of the legislature last. spring 
to urge action which resulted in 
the College Building Amendment 
being placed on the ballot. 

Fleming, chairman of the vol- 
untary Citizens for Florida's Fu- 
ture with headquarters here, went 
to Washington, D. C., to film the 
interview with Holand and 
Smathers. He is stumping 
state this week speaking in 
half of the Amendment.
